Tribune. 


Her Majesty acknowledged the grave 


greeting of her liegei by scarcely more 
th»n» glance of the eye. The tread 
bent slightly, petfwpa, bat 1 am not 
sure. She. too, walk* slowly, there U 
DO vulgar hurry about any part of the 
business. As she rounds the comer of 
the dab, her face u tamed fall toward 
our gallery. It is the business of cour- 
tiers to say that the Queen looks always 
well. For my part, I thought she had 
grown gray since last I saw her, and 
that the lines of the temples and about 
the month were cat deeper than ever. 
It can never have been more than a 
comely face, and there is nothing, 
strictly speaking, in its contour, and 
nothing in the figure, which can be 
called beautiful or noble. 


What strikes yon, nevertheless, is 


the air of authority and the air of stern 
sincerity which sits upon this royal 
brow and marks the least gesture of the 
Queen. The sadness of the face is pro- 
foundly touching; the dignity with 
which the burden—the all but intolera- 
ble burden of her life—is borne, ap- 
peals to your respect 
She is here, 


they flay; to mark once more her sym- 
pathy with the first minister of the 
crown, and with the party which, under 
his guidance, has been leading this 
country so strange a dance these three 
years past. But politics are forgotten 
in such a presence, and any criticism 
one has to offer is put decently aside so 
long as the woman and the Queen is 
here. 


When she had seated herself upon 


the royal robes spread over the throne
